LETTER BAG. 
To the Hditor, 


In your issue of June 24th, over 
the name of W. Chapman, Secre- 
tary of Pyrmont Club, appears a 
letter, acknowledging the visit from 
the Lecture Committee of the Re- 
ferees’ Association, in which seve- 
ral very important points, having a 
strong bearing on the control of 
our game, are discussed. 


I think in some way the inter- 
pretations of the Lecture Com- 
mittee have been misconstrued, 
and in fairness to all referees who 
control our various games, and 
whose duties are at all times open 
to comment, and also t6 the spec- 
tators who are the critics, the 
points in question should be wade 
quite clear. 

I had hoped that the Lecture 
Committee would take the matter 
up and correct the wrong impres- 
sion conveyed, and so in the in- 
terest of the game, and with due 
deference to that body, I,trast you 
will insert this in the hope that 
it may dispel any doubt which may 
have arisen since the article in 
question appeared. 

Clause B of the article in ques- 
tion states :— 

“Player throwing ball in should 
not be penalised unless he gains 
some advantage from an unfair de- 
livery.” 

This is incorrect, as in Law 5 
.Laws of the Game, Instructions to 
Referees, it is clearly laid down: 
“Tf the player does not throw the 
pall in properly the Referee MUST 
award a free kick.” 

Clause D of the article states: 
“The ball cannot: UNDER ANY 
CIRCUMSTANCES be played twice 
by the same player. 

This is rather ambiguous aud 
misleading; and requires. qualify- 
ing. 

Law 10, Laws of the Game, 
states in relation to the taking of 
a free kick:— 

“The kicker shall. not play the 
ball a second time until it has 
been played by another player.” 

“The kick off (except as provided 
in Rule 2, which relates to the com- 
mencement of the game), corner 
kick, penalty kick, goal kick, and 
free kick shail be free kicks with- 
in the meaning of this law.” 
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Clause E of the article touches 
the most important rule in our 
game, and reads as follows:— 

“The half way line makes no dif: 
ference in the offside rule when one 
or either of the opposing backs are 
in your home territory.” 

I suppose one could write a page 
on this Law, there is such a fund 
of material; and yet when the rule 
is dissected and mastered it is the 
simplest to interpret. 


The first, last and most im- 
portant point to remember ‘at all 
times is the position of the player 
when the ball was last played as 
the whole interpretation depends 
upon that most important factor. 

The common failing is to note 
the position of the player when 
he receives the ball, and that is 
why in the majority of cases so 
much adverse criticism is levelled 
at our referees. 


The half way line is all import- 
ant in the game; it protects the 
attackers, and the Law is emphatic 
on the point, as the official instruc- 
tions to referees are that, a player 
who is in his own half of the field 
at the moment the ball was last 
played, CANNOT be off side. 


A very important point for a 
player to remember is to keep be- 
hind the ball, for in that position 
a player cannot possibly be off side. 

itis one that should appeal to 
the forwards of a team, who are 
the match winners, and they should 
endeavour to educate themselves in 
that respect, as it would assuredly 
brighten our game and incidentally 
improve the play from the spec- 
tators’ point of view. 

The whole fault in this respect 
is due to over-eagerness on the for- 
wards’ part, and, instead of wait- 
ing for the pass, rushing forward 
jn anticipation and immediately 
placing himself in the offside posi- 
tion. 

How many times have, we seen 
prilliant forward play nullified’ at 
the goal mouth by offside play, 
when the simple axiom. of keeping 
behind the ball would place any 
question of offside play beyond any 
shadow of stispicion. 

A player cannot be off side from 
a goal kick, corner kick, or throw 
in, but that privilege ceases imme- 
diately the ball has been played 
by the second player. 

{i have often heard the point 
raised that the three opponents 
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necessary to ensure a player bein, 
on side must be the two backs ay, 
goalkeeper. This is incorrect, 
the rule simply says opponents 
and means any three players 4 
the opposing team. 

When an opponent plays the ba]j” 
any member of the opposing sidg 
is on side, irrespective of his pos; 
tion in the field of play. 

In conclusion, the strong point 7 
would desire to impress. upoy 
players and spectators alike is th, 
position of the player when the baly 
was last played.

The referee must check rough 
play at the outset. 

The referee is recommended to 


compare watches with the lines- ~ 


men, prior to the game and at half 
iime. 

The referee should be very care- 
ful in deducting time for stoppages, 
etc. He should blow his whistle for 
time or half time at. the exact 
moment, whether the ball is in play 
or not. The only case in which 
time can be extended is that, of a 
penalty kick, 

Referees are strongly recom- 
mended not to trust to ‘memory 
alone to keep a record of the game, 
but to note on paper the time of 
start and the time at which they 
would in the ordinary course call 
half time or time. They may then 
easily add to it for wilful delays, or 
stoppages of the game. The goals 
scored by each side in the order of 
occurrence should also be noted. 

Trainers must not be allowed on 
the field of play unless called by 
the referee. 

Club officials who ‘find specta- 
tors on the ground beginning to 
annoy the referee should take care 
that they arrange for his protection 
both during and after the match. 
Club committees should refuse ad- 
mission to notoriously- bad charac- 
ters, and should see that bills are 
posted on the grounds, respecting 
misconduct towards the referee. 


Clubs are required to prevent 


betting, 

A club’s duty to protect the offi- 
eials does not cease on the latter 
leaving the ground.

It is impossible for a referee to 
please everybody. Remember his 
difficult: position, and do not make 
it more ‘so. He has quite suffi- 
cient to do. 

If any disturbances arise players 
should go at once to the help of 
the referee. , 

Betting is prohibited, and should 
not be tolerated: by club officials, 
Offenders should be removed from 
the ground, and refused admission 
on future occasions. 

For serious offences. by players, 
officials or spectators, towards the 
referee, or other players, or offi- 
cials, a club can be suspended, 
or have its ground closed, forcing 
such club to play. all matches off its 
own ground. 5 

The referee must refuse to sanc- 
tion play if danger is likely to 
accrue to players from the state 
ot the ground, and, as to the 
weather, must use his own judg- 
ment, but not needlessly spoil 
sport. * 

The referee must not allow a 
corner flagstaff to be removed even 
for the convenience of the player 
taking the corner kick. 

The referee must know’ the 
dimensions of the field of play, how 
the field should be marked out, 
number of flagstaffs allowed; also 
their height and position, the 
dimensions of the goal posts and 
crossbars, the size and weight of 
the ball, the size of studs, and also 
bars, for boots, and what is not 
allowed in such footwear; and, in 
fact, must be a veritable encyclo- 
paedia. 


From the above it will be seen 
that a referee’s position is no sine- 
cure, and at great risk in some 
cases, and some consideration is 
due, at least, to his feelings. A 
referee should be respected because 
his able services are essential to 
the game. Too often the referee 
is abused, and unfortunately he 
does not get the support he should 
receive from every one connected 
with the game.
